The once celebrated John Bcal Stein- 


bergcr, better known as Baron Steinberger, 
died here Oct. 14th, in reduced circumstan- 
ces. 
Stienberger was a partner of Nicho- 


las Biddle, and at one time the twain clear- 
ed three millions of dollars in a single 
speculation iu cotton. lie commenced iilo 
as a cattle dealer in Virginia, and for a long 
period controlled the beef market of that 
State. 
Subsequently he attempted to con- 


trol the entire beef market of the United 
States, and for a time bade fair to succeed, 
but the combinations of other dealers broke 
him down and accomplished for that time 
his financial ruin. 


Nothing daunted at his ill-luck, he again 


entered the commercial arena, and speedily 
rose 
to his former 
position. 
Tlie old 


United States Bank loaned him a million 
dollars on his individual security', and hia 
credit was considered good for double that 
amount. 
He was one of the principal par- 


tics concerned in 
breaking 
thc United 


States Bank, and bringing upon the coun- 
try the financial troubles oY ]837. 


In 18-19 he went to "California and en- 


gaged in imraen.se speculations in cattle, 
•amassing a splendid fortune and losing 
it as before. 
When Fremont took com- 


mand of this Department he on me hither 
and wns in the'cmplov of some of the beef 
contractors in the West. 
His habits of 


dissipation interfered 
with his business 


and lost him employment, and of late he 
has been in needy circumstances. 
His 


wife _ was a daughter of Colonel Burns, of 
Virginia, and owns property in her own 
right of over half a million dollars in value. 
In his days of prosperity, Stciubcrger w.ii 
lavUh in his outlays, and frequently gave 
dinners costing upward of SJ0,000.
